Production of both turkeys 
and fryers hit new records, tur- 
keys numbering 9,507,000 birds, 
nearly a third more than the pre- 
vious year; fryers and broilers 
totalled 39,452,000 birds, 21 per 
cent above 1950. 

m8 production declined two 
per cent, but remained large in 
comparison to other years; com- 
mercial hatcheries turned out a 
record 98,000,000 chicks and 11,- 
900,000 turkey poults, while chiek- 
ens raised, excluding broilers and 
fryers, ran 29,215,000, well over 
the previous year, but below the 
record 1943 figure of 34,22,000. 

Economic conditions, generally, 
were better, than in 1950, with 
egg prices higher and with the 
egg-feed ratio better in spite of 
steadily rising feed prices..

The indescriminate use of para- 
thion poison as an insecticide 
spray has caused 15 reported cas- 
es of poisoning in Tulare county 
for the months of May and June, 
according to a report from the 
Tulare County Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 

This material should be used 
lonly according to directions and 
under a permit issued by the agri- 
cultural commissioner. 

It is mandatory that where a 
parathion spray has been used, 
the place sprayed should be posted 
as dangerous.
